Canada’s Economy 
Appears Steady 


Canada’s economy appears to be 
maintaining a reasonably steady 
position, states the current issue 
of the Canadian Statistical Review 
in the review of economic condi- 
tions.

ESKIMOS RESIDED ON 
ARCTIC ISLAND MORE 
THAN 800 YEARS AGO 


Archaeological investigations this 
summer on Cornwallis Island, N. 
W.T. revealed that Eskimos of the 
“Thule” stock had resided on the 
island between five and eight 
hundred years ago, it was an 
nounced today by the Hon, James 
A. MacKinnon, Acting Minister of 
Mines and Resources. 

An examination of the more than 
1,100 specimens obtained by the 
National Museum of Canada field 
party indicates that the Eskimos 
were descendants of the old ‘Thule’ 
people who migrated from their 


| Alaskan home to the eastern Arc- 


tic 1,000 or more years ago, drop- 
ping colonies all along their route. 

Members of the museum party 
who went to Cornwallis Island in 
May and returned recently, were 
Dr. Henry Collins Jr., of the Smith 
sonian Institution, Washington, D. 
C., and Jean Michea, of the Na- 
tional Museum staff. 

The ruins were discovered by 
Captain Penny, an Englishman, 
who visited the island in 1851, 
during an Arctic search for traces 
of the ill-fated Sir John Franklin 
Expedition. At that time there were 
no Eskimos on the Island. This 
vear’s party was the first to carry 
out an investigation of the ruins. 

Conditions on the island at the 
the Eskimos came to reside 
there must have been quite differ- 
ent from those of today. A carv- 
ing showing five Eskimos in a 
boat, with one of them in the act 
of throwing a harpoon at a Green- 
land whale, and the many bones 
uncovered during the recent exca- 
vations indicate that this

Expect Oil To 
Flow To Great 
Lakes In 1951 


CALGARY. — Dr. O. B. Hop- 
kins, vice-president of Imperial 
Oil and H. H. Hewetson, chair- 
man of the board, revealed here 
that the 450-mile pipeline from 
Edmonton to Regina is definite- 
ly being extended to the head 
of the lakes, an ad€itional 700 
miles, and will be routed 
through the sedimentary area. 


It was also indicated the company 
is currently contemplating its ex- 


tended route to run through to Su- 
perior, Wisconsin, 


The line, originally planned to run 
from Edmonton to Regina on basis 
of a 10-inch pipe, was increased to 
12 inches and then 16 inches in diam- 
eter. Then further enlargements in 
plans were made as oil resources ex- 
panded, which finally ended up with 
a 20-inch line from Edmonton to Re- 
gina, 16-inch line from Regina to 
Gretna, Manitoba, and an 18-inch 
line from Gretna to the head of the 
lakes, 


Estimated cost of this project was 
placed by Mr. Hewetson at $90 mil- 
lions.

WINNIPEG.—There’s no doubt that the person who has done 
more for animals in this city or a longer time than anyone else is 
Miss Sally Warnock. Miss Warnock has been secretary of the 


Winnipég Humane Society for 29 


years—and she has no intention 


of retiring. She says great strides have been made in promoting 


the welfare of animals, but there 


Miss Warnock, a tall, lively, quick- 
spoken woman with a soft, Irish ac- 
cent, finds nothing unusual in her ef- 
forts, “I love fair play and I love 
to see animals get it,” she says. 

More than 174,000 small animals 
have passed through her hands since 
she started her work with the Hu- 
mane Society. She has handled 
thousands of cattle and horses also. 

Cruelty to animals was “dreadful” 
in the Winnipeg of 20 years ago, 

“It’s much better now,” Miss War- 
nock said, But she deplored the way 
otherwise responsible people let their 
pets wander the streets. “It makes 
for traffic accidents and is sure death 
for the animals,” 


There are no animals outside her 
range of affection, She loves even 
the much despised crow which, she 
Says, eats many pests detrimental to 
farm crops and so should be protect- 
ed,

U.S. Expects 
Bumper Wheat, 
Corn Crop 


WASHINGTON. The United 
States Agriculture Department esti- 
mated this year’s wheat crop at 1,- 
129,081,000 bushels—the fourth larg- 
est ever grown in the country. The 
corn crop was put at 3,525,741,000, 
the second largest on record. 

The wheat estimate is 2,749,000 
bushels less than the 1,131,830,000- 
bushel forecast a month ago. It com- 
pares with 1,288,406,000 produced 
last year and 991,950,000 for the 10- 
year (1938-47) average. 

The corn estimate is 12,516,000 
bushels less than the 3,538,257,000- 
bushel forecast a month ago, It com- 
pares with last year’s record of 3,- 
650,548,000 bushels and with the 10- 
year average of 2,787,000 bushels. 

The estimate of winter wheat was 
unchanged from 894,874,000 bushels 
forecast a month ago. It compares 
with 990,098,000 last year and 726,- 
553,000 for the 10-year average. 


Oil Discovery Seen 
As Defence Factor 


EDMONTON.—Edmonton area oil 
discoveries and developments are 
“top factors in North® American de- 
fence,” the United States joint chiefs 
of staff declared here while their 
plane was being refueled for com- 
pletion of a flight to Alaska on a 
10-day inspection tour. 

“There just can’t be too much oil 
discovered in North America, no

Whooping Cough 


Whooping cough remains the most 
| serious infectious disease Canadians 
| have to deal with, it is stated by Dr. 
|C. S. Anglin of Toronto's Hospital 
|for sick children in an article—‘‘Be 
| Wise — Immunize!”” — in a recent 
|number of the magazine Health. 
|Health is the official publication of 
the Health League of Canada, 

| “There are more cases and deaths 
[from whooping cough each year than 
| from diphtheria, scarlet fever and 
| poliomyelitis combined,” writes Dr. 
| Anglin. “This disease is caused by 
}a germ that grows in the throat and 
|upper air passages producing irrita- 
tion and thick mucus which leads to 
severe coughing and choking spasms 
{with difficulty in breathing. Because 
jof the smaller air passages in in- 
fants, whooping cough is more seri- 
ous in this age group; the patients 
| may actually choke to death. If they 
recover from the acute illness, there 
|may be weeks and months of pro- 
longed coughing spells which disturb 
the patient as well as everyone else 
in the house, 


“Fortunately, there is immuniza- 
/tion available against whooping 
cough, In about 80 per cent, of 


|children immunized there appears to 
}be complete protection, and in the 
|remaining group, if the disease de- 
|velops, it is so mild that it is not 
|as serious a problem.”

OIL SCHOLARSHIP WON 


\BY A.L. WOOD 


The Calgary Herald scholarship 
in petroleum and chemical engin- 
eering has been awarded to Arthur 
Lawrence Wood, age 18, of Leth- 
bridge, it was announced Monday 
by President Robert Newton of the 
University of Alberta. Mr. Wood's 
application for enrollment in the 
university has been accepted, and 
he will begin his studies Septem- 
ber 26. 


The $1,000 award was made on 
recommendation of the university 
scholarship committee and subse- 
quently approved by President 
Newton. Ten applications were 
made for the scholarship, which is 
being offered this year for the first 
time. 

Several applicants’ had excep- 
tionally fine matriculation records 
reported Dean R. M. Hardy of 
the faculty of applied science. Four 
of the applicants received honors 
standing in grade XII examina- 
tions. 

Mr. Wood was actually winner 
of two scholarships, having quali- 
fied for the University of Alberta 
matriculation award of $600 in 
addition to the Herald’s_ scholar- 
ship. But, since a student may not 
accept two major scholarships, he 
chose the latter. He also won the 
$50 honors scholarship offered by 
the university for a student mak- 
ing an.average of over 85 per cent. 
His average was 86.86 per cent. 

The 18-year old potential chemi- 
cal engineer is a native Calgarian, 
though his public and high school 
education with the exception of 
the first two grades, was obtained 
in Lethbridge. His scholastic car- 
eer has been uniformly brilliant. 
In grade IX he won the Governor 
General's medal and several local 
scholarships for the highest aver- 
age mark in Lethbridge. He has 
been particularly interested in 
chemistry, during his high school 
career, and will pursue that course 
in university. 

He is the son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Chester F. Wood of 1006 12th St. 
South. Mr. Wood is a fireman with 
the Canadian Pacific Railway. 
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teachers. There is still room left 
for many more pupils. We invite 
the community to come and fel- 
lowship with us if you have no 
Sunday School to go to. Our Sun- 
day school is all in English.

The scholarship which is being 
offered for the first time this year, 
was instituted coincidentally with 
the opening of a degree course in 
petroleum engineering at a pro- 
vincial university. It is valued at 
$1,000, or, should the winner be a 
former Herald carrier, $1,100. 

It is paid in yearly instalments 
of $300 for the first year (or $400 
for a former Herald carrier), the 
same amount in the second year, 
and $200 in each of the third and 
fourth years. 


To qualify for these yearly instal- 
ments, the winner. must have an 
average standing for the first three 
years of not less than 75 per cent, 
slightly below first class general 
standing. 

It applies equally to students in 
chemical engineering and petrol- 
cum engineering because the 
courses are much alike, and both 
have a direct bearing on Alberta’s 
growing oil industry. 

Until recent years, the provincial 
university, and nearly all other 
Canadian universities, concentrat- 
ed on other engineering courses. 
The growing importance of the pet- 
roleum industry created a demand 
for men skilled in that line of en- 
gineering. 

Facilities for this specific study 
were however, limited, and obtain- 
able only in the United States. Now 
however, with the institution of a 
petroleum engineering course, in 
which chemical engineering plays 
so large a part, young Albertans 
such as Mr. Wood will be trained 
in the province to take part in a 
provincial industry. 

By the time he is approaching 
graduation, Mr. Wood will be ac- 
companied at university by other 
Herald scholarship winners since 
it is intended to make the awards 
annually.
